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REMARKS 

The applicant amends claims 74 and 78 and resubmits previously amended claim 
83. T)ie applicant respectfully submits tliat these claims are allowable over the cited an, 
and re$pectfiilly requests the Office's consideration of their allowance. Fi-irtbermore, 
claim 83 has been amended to ovei'come the objections from tlie Office and place it in 
condition for allowance. 
Telephonic Interview 

Tlie applicant wishes to thank both examiner Hayes and Trammel! for their 
willingness to host telephonic interviews and to address the questions and isisues raised 
by the applicant. On May 1 2, 2004 Examiner Trammell hosted a telephonic interview 
with the applicant. During this interview, the applicant agreed to amend claims 74 and 
78 as provided herein. Examiner Trammell stated that such an amendment avoids the 
cited art and agr eed to have the c1aiu:is reviewed. 
Amendments 

In the previous response, tlie applicanl cajiceljed claims 75-77 and 79-82, 
resubmitted claim 74, and amended claims 78 and 83. In this supplemental amendmenl, the 
applicMTl ameM 74"and Tijjrther "cTaim 78." The ajfipIicanTrespecTfi^^^ 

that these amendments clearly distinguish the present invention over the cited art and that . . 
the claiiTis, as cuixently subrnitted, are i^n condition for allowance. 

Tlic current amendments and this response are not an adxTjjssion by the apphcant that 
the previous issues raised by the Office are correct. In fact, the applicant takes a strong 
position witli regards to the arguments that have been previously raised by the Office. 
However, in the interest fiirthering this case towards allowance on the present claims, this 
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amendment is being submitieA The issues raised by the Office in prior Office Actions will 

be addressed as part of a continuation jq>plication.

Applicant respectfully requests the Office to allow the currently pending claims 
74^ 78 and 83. The applicant submits that these claims aix; allowable and that all of the 
Office's reasons for rejection have been overcome and thai tlicse claims can and should
